Valuable Cargoes of the Steamships 
Paris and Lucania.

NBW. YORK; Noy. 26.—American gold 
was brought to this city yesterday by the 
Cunard Line steamer Lucania and the 
American Liner Paris.

quin rivers; favoring the refusal by this 
Congress to adopt any recommendations ay 
to silver or the tariff and ‘urging the 
opening of the Indian Territory in order 
to put an end to outlawry. 

Delegate Rush of Idaho introduced a 
short resolution Sndorsing the free coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

An address on the beet-sugar industry 
occupied the convention for some time, it 
being delivered by Delegate . of 
Nebraska. 

At Delegate Black's 3 the 
Executive Committee was instructed to 
present, not later than Wednesday morn- 
ing, the plan of permanent organizatio:, 
which it was directed by the San Fran- 
cisco Congress to prepare. The conve-- 
tion at this stage ordered that the Commir- 
tee on Resolutions consist of two members 
from each Sfate and Territory, to be 
named by the State delegations at the 
opening of tomorrow’s session. The Com- 
mittee on Credentials reported a full list 
of delegates, which was accepted. 

The attendance at the evening on, at 
which irrigation was the subject for dis- 
cussion, was rather light. At President 
Whitemore’s request George Q. Cannon of 
Utah took the chair and introduced the 
subject of discussion, with a brief review 
of his own experience in the past forty- 
seven years with the growing of crops by 
artificial overflowing of otherwise ore 
lands. 

The opening paper of the evening was 
upon “The Water Supply of the Rocky 
Mountain Region,” and was ready by F. 
H. Newell of the United States Geological 
Survey. The paper was a general review 
of the subject, presenting more especially 
the fact that area of lightest rainfall ls 
coincident with lands still held in govern- 
ment ownership. 

Hon. Blwood Meade, State Engineer of 
Wyoming, next read a paper on reclama- 
tion of arid lands, discussing more espe- 
cially the lack of concer: of action between 
the authorities in control of water and 
those in control of land. 

“Irrigation a Living National Issue, 
was the subject of a paper by Editor W. 
E. Smythe of the Irrigation Age. The 
tenor of his remarks was that no issue, be 
it irrigation or otherwise, which affects 
ever so small a portion of the country, 
can, if it tends to the good of that portion, 
be a local issue. At the conclusion of 
Smiythe’s address the congress adjourned 
until tomorrow morning.

— To the 
Editor of the Post-Dispatch: If the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury would exercise his 
option and pay out silver for greenbacks 
and treasury notes, issued under the Sher- 
man law, there could be no drain of gold 
from the treasury. The government of 
France does this and keeps all her money 
at par. This bond issue business looks like 
an attempt to force Congress to retire our 
treasury notes and substitute the system of 
nation@l bank currency. The fight is still 
on between advocates of free coinage sil- 
ver as the true mode of currency reform, 
and the adherents of national banks. It is 
proposed by the latter to farm out to cor- 
porations the power to control value and 
volume. Surely the money monopoly of 
this country now thinks it is in the saddle, 
but time will tell whether the people or 
monopoly are to rule this country.“

The Price is Advanced Fifty Cents 
Per Thousand. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 26. — Puget 
Sound pine advanced today 59 cents a 
thousand. E. M. Herrick, president of the 
Pacific Pine Lumber Company, which or- 
dered the increase, attributes the advance 
to low freights and consequent small ar- 
rivals. 

Speaking of the situation he said that 
it had not materially improved during the 
last few years and expressed the fear tbat 
the removal of the duty of $2 a thousand 
on Canadian lumber would more than offset 
the benefit to the trade arising from the 
reduced output of the mills.

An Artesian Well of Frankfort, S. D., 
Proves an Annoyance.

HURON (S. D.,) Nov. 26.—An artesian 
well at Frankfort in Spink county was 
dug several years ago and has been a 
source of much expense and great annoy- 
ance. It has belched forth great volumes 
of water almost continuously, intermingled 
with small gravel and mud.

MORTAR BATTERIES. 


Important and Interesting Tests are 
Made at Sandy Hook Proving- 
grounds—Gen. Cutcheon’s 
Ideas of Them.

NDW YORK, Nov. 26—The Board of 
Ordnance and Fortifications of the United. 
States has just been conducting a series of 
experiments at the Sandy Hook proving- 
grounds for the last two days, withe view 
of ascertaining how well protected New 
York city is from attack by a foreign 
enemy, and also to know with exactness 
what may be expected from mortar batter- 
ies in the way of accuracy when they are 
trained on the enemy’s ship standing out 
at sea. The result of the board’s investiga- 
tions have been highly gratifying to say 


sels could get very near our harbor with- 


bombarding, both as regards accuracy of 
aim and rapidity of firing. 

The story is best told in the words of 
Gen. B. Cutcheon of Michigan, chairman of 
the board, who is an expert in military 
matters, and particularly in projectiles, and 
was at the head of the House Committee 
on Military Affairs in the 1 Con- 
gress. 

“Our experiments at the a Hook 
proving-ground were directed for the most 
part to mortar batteries, said Gen. 
Cutcheon. ‘‘We would fire them altogether 
and then in groups of four. We experi- 
mented with them at the same elevation 
and range for accuracy, and to see if the 
projectiles would all fall together. We 
fired four at a 3000-yard range and at an 
elevation of 60 deg., so as to make them 
drop down on the beach near the 3000-yard 
target. Then we went down to see whgre 
the projectiles struck, and had the shots 
plotted on paper. We were more than 
pleased to find that they had all fallen 
very closely together, that, in fact, the 
greatest distance or extreme dispersion 
was only thirty-two feet. 

“A battery, you know, is made up of 
sixteen mortars, and we set them off in 
groups of four. One of the groups we fired 
out to sea, and the accuracy was such that 
they all seemed to be one projectile, strik- 
ing simultaneously and making one splash. 
It was a beautiful sight to witness. You 
could see the projectiles sail through the 
air as if thex were birds moving in curves, 
disappear from sight, then reappear again, 
and after,describing another beautiful curve 
in their ‘descent, strike the water in such 
a way as to stir it up like a volcano and 
send up a big wave from its depth. 

“Our idea was to see just how accurately 
we could perforate the decks of an enemy’s 
ship by our projectiles, and I need hardly 
tell you that the mortars would make it 
pretty lively for anyone who happened to 
be in the line of their range. Not only 
one, but all of them practically hit the 
target.

A Magnificent Bridal Pageant and 
a Popular Demon- 
stration.

The Czar’s manifesto, mentioned in the 
dispatches last night, was issued tonight. 
His Majesty, in honor of his marriage, 
remits various debts to the crown, includ- 
ing the repayment of the grants made to 
the peasants on account of famines. He 
also ‘wholly rémits arrears of taxes and 
fines, and mitigates or shortens sentences 
or imprisonment, police supervision and de- 
portation at hard labor. The prosecution 
for treason of offenders who have re- 
mained undiscovered for fifteen years will 
be abandoned. The indulgences to pres- 
ent prisoners will be decided upon after 
a report has been eubmitted to the Czar 
by the Minister of the Interior. Amnesty 
is granted to the participants in the Polish 
rebellion of 1863, and they will be per- 
mitted to reside anywhere in Russia.

A SOCIETY SCANDAL. 


MRS. EDWARD ADDICKS SUES 
FOR A DIVORCE. 


A Dashing Widow of Claymont, Del., 
Named as Co-respondent—The 
Male in the Case Denies 
the Charge.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 26.—The news 
that Mrs. J. Bdward Addicks has begun 
suit for divorce from her husband, will 
undoubtedly create a sensation in social 
as well as business circles in New York, 
Boston and Newport, where both are well 
known. The utmost secrecy has been ob- 
served by the attorneys representing the 
wife, and very little can be learned as to 
the nature of the allegations contained 
in the libel which was filed in court in 
Wilmington, Del., more than a month ago 
and impounded. The news would not 
have become public tonight were it not 
for the fact the court rules required that 
service should be made, and notice in 
court by the last Monday in November. 
Summons to answer the charges were 
therefore served upon Addicks on Satur- 
day and he acknowledged the service, no- 
tice thereof being filed today. 

Addicks was found at the Union League 
this afternoon by a reporter of the Asso- 
ciated Press, who showed him the dis-

news that suit had been filed. In response 
to a question he said: The charges are 
entirely false; a trial of the case will dem- 
onstrate this. That is all I have to say.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Addicks were married in this 
city in 1869, the bride being a daughter of 
the late Washington Butcher, one of be 
best-known merchants in Philadelphia. 
They have never had any children, but 
Addicks has a daughter by a former wife, 
who was the sister of the present Mrs. Ad- 
dicks. The daughter, who is very fond of 
ther stepmother, is said to favor the latter 
in the present controversy. Although liv- 
ing most of the time in different parts of 
®,country, Addicks has fore eighteen 
years claimed Claymont, Del., a small town 
just over the Pennsylvania line, about ten 


miles north of Wilmington, as his home. 


‘He has, however, always lived a portion of 
each year at his country seat at Claymont. 

Adjoining the Addicks’s place isthe mag- 
nificent estate of Mrs. Ida C. Wilson, who 
is named by Mrs. Addicks as the co-re- 
spondent in the case. Mrs. Wilson, who 
is said to be a talented, fascinating woman 
of 40 years, and a leader in society, is the 
widow of Joseph B. Wilson, a prominent 


man in Delaware. The Addicks and Wil- |’ 


son families naturally became intimate, 
and it wag this intimacy that caused Mrs. 
Addicks to leave her husband. The libel 
filed by Mrs. Addicks alleges that Mrs. Wil- 
son’s establishment is maintained at the 
expense of Addicks, and that he has for 
years spent much of his time in the com- 
pany of Mrs. Wilson, neglecting his wife 
and family, and by his conduct, compelling 
her to leave him. 

The divorce case will be referred to a 
commissioner, who will take testimony 
in private, and until he files his report 
in court, it is not likely that much will be 
known of the allegations of Mrs. Addicks 
and the testimony.she has to support them.

YALE’S RANK WORK. 


Her Players Said to Have Won by 
Contemptible Tactics. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service, 


NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—A dispatch from 
Boston to the World says that Dr. W. A. 
Brooks, Harvard’s chief coacher, is in- 
tensely angry over what he considers 
the contemiptible tactics resorted to hy 
the Yale team to disable Harvard’s players 
in Saturdays game. He has notified the 
Yale management that he ‘will not act 
as refegee in the Yale-Princeton game 
next Thursday. He says that he is Go 
thoroughly prejudiced against Yale that 
he cannot consistently act as 4 judge of 
her play. | | 

“Frank Hinckey’s act in jumping on 
Wrightington, When ‘he wa lying on 
the ground, and not trying to move, was 
the most brutal thing that I ever saw 
on the football field. There was abso- 
lutely no excuse for it. Hinckey should 
have been disqualified immediately. Mof- 
fatt, the umpire, told me that he saw 
the play, but did nat notice who the 
offender was. While I do not wish to 
criticise Mr. Moffatt unjustly, I must 
say that that is a very poor excise for 
not disqualifying the Yale captain, fer 
there were only twe men near Wrighting- 
ton at the time, and nobody elee had any 
aifficulty in identifying the player. If 
Mr. Moffatt had only done his duty in 
that instance, there would have been no 
unnecessary roughness during the game. 
Toward the latter part of the game Har- 
vard players met force with force. I do 
not attempt to excuse their action in 
‘doing so. should not have done 
so, but the fact remains that if they had 
not adopted Yale’s tactics, there would 
not have been 4 Harvard player left. 
Yale set the pace, Harvard 
‘forced to follow.“ = 
Dr. Brooks was asked to give his opin- 


ion of Referee Boviand’s decision against 
Harvard's first touchdown, immediately 
after Fairchild’s close miss of the goal, 


and his refusal to allow the goal from the 

field just at the end of the game. He re- 
plied that he knew of no rule that would 
justify any decision. Personally he con- 
sidered them very unjust. There is no 
court of appeal, so it does no goed to pro- 
test, and the Harvard coachers are not 
using those decisions as a basis of an ex- 
cuse for Harvard's defeat, although per- 
sonally they feel that Harvard was fairly 
entitled to thirteen points which were 
earned, two touchdowns and a goal from 
the field; but they are outspoken in their 
cendemnation of Yale’s rcugh playing and 
especidily of Capt. Hinckey’s work.

JUDGE RICKS’S CASE, 


The House Sub-committee on Judi- 


diciary Begins its Inquiry. 

CLEVELAND, G.,) Nov. 26.—The House 
sub-committee on judiciary affairs, ap- 
pointed to investigate the charge brought 
by the Central Labor Union against 
United States Judge Augustus J. Ricks, 
began an inquiry here today.

It 
is caused, it is said, by the stench of 
carnage which has taken place not far 
backe in the mountains. The number of 
massacred would reach between 8000 and 
10,000.

On 
the other hand the bank officials assert 
that Baker has been a depositor for thirty 
years. It is intimated that the directors 
are in communication with counsel re- 
garding proceedings to secure prop- 
erty left by Baker as indemnity for tne 
bank’s 1 through his operations with 


Seely. 

Paying Teller Gilbert Sayers said today: 
„There is not a shadow of doult that the 
man found drowned at Flushing, Satur- 
day, was Frederick R. Baker, who as- 
sisted Seely to rob the bank and to whom 
I personally paid money. I have known 
him at least eight years, and during that 
period have paid him money at least 
three times a weck. Baker always pre- 
sented his checks personally.

SAIN LUIS OBISPO, Nov. 26.—Grading 
is nearly finished to Oceano, the towns''te 
of that mame, about fifteen miles south 
of San Luis Obispo. This is the aite 
selected by the Southern Pacific Company 
for its depot grounds on the ocean beach.

OMAHA (Neb.,) Nov. 26.—General , Pas- 
senger Agent Lomax of the Union Pacific 
today said: “We have no intention what- 
ever of joining the Western nger As- 
sociation. We have not a line east of the 
Missouri River, and we do not propose to 
tie up ou road just for the Denver line and 
give our competitors for the coast traffic a 
snap. We have been fooled that way too 
often, and will certainly not be fooled that 
way again. Mr. Payne has gone to Chicago 
to attend the meeting for the re-organiza- 
tion of the association today, but there is 
no danger of the Union Pacific joining as 
the association is now.“ 

Will the Union Pacific join a transcon- 
tinental association?“ he was asked. That 
ig an entirely different matter. A trans- 
continental association with all the trans- 
continental lines in it would differ very 
materially from the Western Association 
as it has been. I cannot say just at pres- 
ent whether or not we would come into a 
transcontinental association. It would de- 
pend entirely upon what lines it was or- 
ganized. If it included all the roads and 
was such an association as it should be 
the Union Pacific would probably jain.” 

Mr. Lomax laid particular stress on the 
statement that the Union Pacific did not 
propose to join any western passenger as- 
sociation unless some radical changes were 
made. It is the consensus of opinion in 
local ratlroad circles that there must be a 
transcontinental association of all the 
transcontinental roads in order to setfle 
the constantly rising troubles with rates. 
Local authorities declare that an effort will 
be made to organize an association so that 
the Union Pacific, Santa Fe, Northern Pa- 
cific, Southern Pacific, Great Northern and 
other roads can come in, then the troubles 
will be over.

SENSATIONAL TESTIMONY IN 
THE HIRSCHFIELD CASE. 


Gambler Joseph Bee Claims He was 
Promised a Stake“ if He Would 
Give Evidenge for the 
Plaintiff 


— 


FARGO, (N. D. Nov. 26.—It is re- 
ported from Helena that Attorney-General 
Haskell of Montana will begin suit for 
criminal libel against Aaron Hirschfield, 
because of the charges made by the latter 
in his testimony in his case against Has- 
kell and Mrs. Hirschfield. It is likely 
that the present case will be brought to a 
speedy termination. The evidence on be- 
half of the plaintiff will probably be con- 
cluded today. Hirsehfield’s. friends fear 
trouble to him and wish to get away as 
soon as possible. 

Although Mrs. Hirschfield appeared in 
Fargo for the first time, last week, and 
the evidence on bebalf of the plaintiff only 
has so far been presented, the feeling 
against Hitschfield has grown so bitter 
that he is insulted on the streets and de- 
nounced in public interviews. It is feared 
that this feeling will culminate in an open 
demopstration. 80 extensive has this sen- 
timent grown that there are even mut- 
tered threats against the court if the pup- 
lle interpretation of justice is not meted 
out. defense hag no witnesses, being 
without funds to — expenses their 
coming to Fargo. gir testimony is con- 
tained in depositions which will require 
several days’ reading. 

Evidence on behalf of the plaintiff was 
concluded this morning, and the plaintiff 
Ball appeared for the first 
time in court, conduéting the cross-ex- 
amination for the defense. Alexander 
Moore of Helena testified to Hirschfield’'s 
enfeeble@ mental condition last vear. 

Superintendent Devereau of Mat Pink- 
erton's detective agency testified to hearing 
Anderson, who testified that he was paid 
$400 and expenses to swear away Mrs. 
Hirschfield’s honor, tell his story. Aaron 
Hirschfield was called and denied sending 
any telegrams to Anderson informing him 
as to the dates, etc.; concerning events on 
which he was to testify. 

‘The witness was shown diamonds, which 
he denied purchasing for his wife, but said 
that he paid the bill. The letters in which 
he attempted to bulldoze the attorneys for 
the defense were also introduced to prove 
that the witness was sane enough to at- 
tempt to intimidate them. When the plain- 
tiff rested his case a motion was made by 
the. defense to strike out all testimony 
concerning Mrs. Hirschfleld's character as 
incompetent, irrevalent and immaterial in 
the light of the plaintiff's testimony as to 
his anti-nuptial relationship, but this was 
overruled. The motion to dismiss tbe case 
was also overruled. : 

At the afterroon session Mayor Ball 
moved ‘that the court grant the defendant 
some money which had been expended by 


her counsel in taking depositio and 8500 
in addition to pay her other expenses. 
The motion was grante* 

Joseph hee was the first witn called. 
Bee was an Helena gambler, who bad 


come to Fargo to testify.on behalf of 
Hirschfield. He had been engaged by Jake 
, Holaberg. Holberg is the man by whom 


Coate and other witnesses for the plain- 
tiff say they were employed. Hplzberg 
met witness and asked him if he wanted 
a stake; if so he could get it. All he had 
to do was to go to Fargo and give the right 
kind of testimony in the Hirschfield case, 
and he would be well valid. While the 
witness was giving his testimony chere 
was a constant string of objections on the 
part of the plaintiff's counsel. 

Bee asked Holzberg what he was ex- 
pected to testify to. Holzberg said that 
he should swear that he saw Mrs. Aaron 
Hirschfield, then Miss Hogan, at a place 
kept by Billy Dings in Helena in company 
with a man whom he did not recognize. 
It Was very important that he should re- 
member the date from the 10th to the 15th 
of August last year. If he gave the tes- 
timony as arranged he could get almost 
any sum he might name. An agreement 
was entered into on the spot. Bee was 
located at the best hotel in Helena where 
everything he ordered was settled by Holz- 
‘berg. Later he went to Billings. 

About a dozen letters and telegrams 
were offered in evidence. These were sent 
by Holzberg, and nearly all contaiued sums 
of money. Some of these letters the wit- 
ness was to cash and return to Holzherg 
as though he had originally written them. 
Others gave in detail the testimony he was 
to give, and warned him to learn it by 
heart, and above all not to forget the 
date which he was to have seen Miss Ho- 
gan enter Ding's place. They also said 
@he “old man,” meaning Hirschfield, 
would do handsomely by him, but would 
advance only expense money until the 
goods were delivered.“ and he was afraid 
that Bee would not appear in court. The 
old man was busy with the capital fight, 
but would soon be ready to devote his at- 
tentiom to Aaron's case. Another letter 
gave the kind of garments he was to say 
Mrs: Hirschfield wore. At the end of each. 
letter was, For God's sake don't forget to 
burn these letters.“ * 

The telegrams shown were to inform 
him when to come to Helena on his way 
to Fargo. One was signed L. H. H.,“ 
and told him to meet him at the depot in 
Billings, giving the drawing-room on the 
car Wadena as the place to find him. Wit- 
ness did so, and while hunting throveh 


she was Mrs. L. H. Hirschfield. She 
wanted him to come on to Fargo with the 
party, but he did not have time to get his 
trunk and came on the next train.

Mr. Rader’s efforts have chiefly been 
confined to reaping the benefit of other 
people's labor, without taking any 
chances. One of the most ardent ad- 
mirers and supporters of Mr. Rader is 
a gentleman who is satisfied with the 
modest interest of about 60 per cent. 
per annum, when backed by an ample 
amount of personal property as secur- 
ity. This individual—who, by the 
way, recently went on the bond of an 
abortionist, who was held for trial—is 
going around peddling cards for Mr. 
Rader and otherwise showing that he 
is in close sympathy with him. As this 
gentleman’s time is very valuable it is 
riot likely that he is doing this with- 
but expecting some equivalent. Per- 
haps he will be able to make use in 
his business of some.of the city funds, 
upon which Mr. Rader objected that 
the city should receive interest. If Mr. 
Hazard had been successful in his ef- 
fort, and the city had been permitted 
to receive interest on these funds, the 
taxes would have been lightened 
by many thousands of - dollars 
and all citizens, except the bank- 
ers, who profit by the free use of this 
money, including Mr. Rader, would 
have had their burdens lightened. 


But how, when and where has Mr. | 
Rader been the friend of the working- | 


men? Is it true that when he built his 
residence, he took advantage of every 


the payment of just dues, so that the 
mechanics were forced to place a lien 
upon the building? This certainly does 
not look as if Mr. Rader felt any par- 
ticular friendship for labor. In fact, 
he belongs to that class of people who 
feel no particular sympathy for any 
person but themselves, and who 
regard it as perfectly legitimate 
conduct to accumulate wealth by 
taking advantage of the  necessi- 
ties of others. He has done noth- 
ing to promote any enterprise that 


men in Los Angeles, nor has he shown 
the slightest inclinatif& to interest 
himself in anything of,a public charac- 
ter from which he could not receive a 
direct equivalent in dollars and cents. 
We have already shown how, four 
years ago, he, at the time a man of 
wealth, secured the position of secre- 
tary of the Fourth of July Committee, 
and pocketed $100 for his services, thus 
preventing some other worthy young 
man who needed the money from get- 
ting it. Since that time Mr. Rader has 
not interested himself at all in Fourth 
of July celebrations, the logical ex- 
planation of which abstention is that 
he did not see his way to make any- 
thing out of an affair to which the 
average and patriotic American citizen. 
is glad to contribute according to his 
means. We have also shown how, 
when the Chamber of Commerce was 
organized, an institution which has 
done a vast amount of good for this 
city and section, whose usefulness has 
been recognized by some of the leading 
papers of the United States, an insti- 
tution to which over eight hundred of 
our leading citizens belong, being glad 
to contribute their dollar a manth to 
an agency which they know has 
yielded the city a thousand-fold for 
every dollar invested—when, as we say, 
this institution was organized, Mr. 
Rader, with his usual keen eye to busi- 
ness, offered to become a member if 
he could receive the position of secre- 
tary. It is scarcely to be supposed 
that Mr. Rader’s financial interests 
would afford him sufficient leisure to 
devote to such an office, but then, of 
course, he might have hired some 
young man to do the work at $75 a 
month, pocketing the difference of 
$50, which,as Mr. Rader, who is a 
banker, is aware, represents 10 per 
vent. per annum on the handsome sum 
of $6000. This is almost as good as 
handling the city money for nothing 
and loaning it on short notes at 2 per 
cent. per month. 

But still none of these transactions 
appear to cast any light upon Mr. Ra- 
der’s asserted great friendship and 
sympathy for the eworkingmen. On 


particular candidate of the working 
class, or of any other class, but his 
past actions show that he is in full 
sympathy with those who havge to earn 
their living by manual labor. It was 
Mr. Hazard who went to Sacramento 
and obtained a modification of the lien 
law, which gave mechanics an advant- 
age that, so far as we are aware, is 
not enjoyed by them in any other State 
In the Union. Whenever it has deen 
a question of establishing new indus- 
tries that would employ labor Mr. 
Hazard has taken a prominent part. 
His activity in opposing the attempt 
of several banks to get the use of the 
city money for nothing, and his oppo- 
sition to a sewer deal which would 
have wasted a million dollars of the 
people’s money, were actions on behalf 
of the owners of, small homes, and 
against thé selfish ambition of the pre- 
datory classes, which should insure him 


a place in the esteem and affection of 


all who are obliged to earn their liv- 
ing by hard work and carefully con- 
triving so as to make ends meet. That 
the owner of a small home is obliged 
to pay an extra tax because the city 
is not permitted to draw any interest 
on its money is not the fault of Henry 
T. Hazard. That the owner of such 
a home pays less than he would have 
done had the original extravagant 
sewer system been constructed is to a 
great extent due to Henry T. Hazard’s 
opposition. 

If Mr. Rader had been more of a 
friend of the workingmen and Mr. 
Hazard had been more selfishly de- 
voted to his personal interests, without 
regard to the interests of others, the 
relative financial condition of these 
two candidates would doubtless be re- 
versed. 

It is difficult to conceive under what 
system of reasoning or logic an intel- | 
ligent and level-headed Los Angeles 
workingman can induce himself to 
vote for Mr. Rader for Mayor in pref- 
erence to Henry T. Hazard. 


AN EXCELLENT PLAN. 


The committee recently appointed by 
the Associated Charities to consider 
the tramp problem, has submitted a 
communication to the City Council, 
embracing recommendations in line 
with the plan heretofore outlined by 
The Times. This plan is that the city 
and county should erect a suitable 
structure in some of the parks, pro- 
vide the necessary equipment, and 
furnish substantial food and com- 
fortable shelter for all unfortunate 
men who are without money or work, 
requiring them to perform enough 
manual labor to pay for their food and 
lodgings. 

The plan is an excellent one, for 
many reasons, as has been pointed out 
in these columns. Its adoption jointly 
by the city and county would go far 
toward solving the tramp problem, 
even if it did not furnish a complete 
solution of that vexatious question. It 
would prove a practical and efficacious 
form of charity, and would relieve our 
citizens from the importunities of a 
class of very undesirable visitors. It 
would also furnish relief for worthy 
but unfortunate men, who are willing 
to work, and would relieve them from 
the necessity of soliciting private aid. 

The men qvwartered at the public 
“barracks” need not be treated as 
criminals, an@ no disgrace need attach 
to them by reason of a temporary 
sojourn there. The hours of work 
should be so adjusted as to afford the 
men an opportunity to seek employ- 
ment elsewhere, if they so desire. No 
doubt many worthy wunfortunates 
would voluntarily accept the public 
hospitality afforded by this plan, and 
to such it would be a veritable boon. 
Vagrants who refused to apply to the 
proper authorities for aid should be 
arrested when caught begging on the 
streets, and be put to work or com- 
pelled to leave town. Prompt and 
vigorous action in this line would soon 
rid this city and county of worthless 
tramps, for those who are unwilling to 
work—and there are many of that 
class—would give Los Angeles and its 
vicinity a wide berth. 

From whatever point of view it is 
regarded, the plan proposed is an 
excellent one. By adopting it, a con- 


siderable amount of work can be done 


in the parks at comparatively small 
cost, and all persons concerned will be 
benefited. Favorable action in this 
matter by the city and county author- 
ities is very desirable, and there 
should be no unnecessary delay in 


taking such action. -

AN ORGAN’S WRATH, 


Mr. Ryan’s organ froths and fumes 
through a half column of hyperbole 
and bathos, in its impotent rage be- 
cause of The Times’ exposure of the 
attempts, on behalf of its candidate 
and of Mr. Rader, to force a religious 
issue upon the voters of Los Angeles. 
The rage of the organ is as natural as 


to incur its anger. ‘

Incidentally, in the course of its fren- 
zied rhetoric, Mr. Ryan’s organ ad- 
vances some very good reasons why 
the intelligent voters of Los Angeles 
should cast their ballots for Mr. Haz- 
ard. “The people of Los Angeles,” 
it says truly, “are not prepared to 
support any man who seeks to climb 
into public office on the religious preju- 
dices or the religious affiliations of his 
fellow-citizens.” For once, though un- 
consciously, the Ryan organ is right. 
But it evidently fails to see that this 
vicious slap at Mr. Rader hits also its 
own candidate, for Mr. Ryan is equally 
guilty with Mr. Rader in this matter. 
while Mr. Hazard, being free from any 
entanglement in this fanatical and pro- 
scriptive warfare, is clearly entitled to 
the support: of every unprejudiced 
voter. 

Again, the organ unconsciously and 
with amusing guilelessness, urges Mr. 
Hazard’s election, while endeavoring 
to oppose it, in these words: “In a mu- 
nicipal campaign the questions at issue 
are not personal to a candidate's re- 
ligious belief or social affiliations. It 
is not paramount that he should even 
be a political partisan.” True again. 
This is precisely the consideration 
which The Times insists upon. It win 
induce intelligent and independent 
voters to cast their ballots for Mr. 
Hazard, while his opponents are ap- 
pealing for votes on religious, anti-re- 
ligious and partisan grounds. 

And yet again Mr. Ryan’s organ 
lends unintentional support to Mr.

And 
for these reasons Henry T. Hazard 
should receive the suffrages of thought- 
ful voters, without referencé to creed 
or party. For the same reasons they 
should not vote for Mr. Ryan nor 
for Mr. Rader, either of whose admin- 
istrations, if either were elected, would 
be open to the suspicion of favor- 
itism and reckless partisanship, if not 
of corruption. 

Mr. Ryan's organ should endeavor to 
calm its nervous excitement and take 
better aim when next it shoots off its 
little popgun. Otherwise it may hit 
its own candidate again, though none 
of its shots will do any serious dam- 
age.

By request of the 
cftigenis referred to, the Associated Char- 
ities appointed a committee, composed of 
the undersigned gentlemen, to present to 
your honorable body a plan to relieve the 
people of Los Angeles from the importu- 
nities to which they are subjected by 
as * — 

“Recognizing ‘the fact that your honor- 
able body, as also 


of the Associated Charities 


Jas an emergency fund, to meet the imme- 


diate necessities of ‘the hungry (and, there- 
fore, desperate) men who invaded the city, 
and that it has been conceded by ald that 
twice the amount of goad was done with 
the few hundred dollars thus donated, 
than could possitly have been done by in- 
Gividual effort, it is thought by thie com- 
mittee that some seheme might be devised 
upon the follciwing outlined plan, or some- 
thing approaching it, which would make 
it unnecessary to pursue the very undesir- 
ale course adopted during last winter. 

“Tt is an undisputed fact that the cll- 
matic conditions of this country attract 
large to our city for the win- 
ter, and that each winter the number is * 
increasing, They come and abide with 
us, and are absolutely without means, 
and, whether we will it or not, they 
must and do obtain food while here, for 
which no return is made by them. 

“The dbject of this appeal to you is 
to prevent these unfortunate people from 
living in idleness and upon the benevo- 
lence of individuale. To a@ecomplish this 
end, the undersigned would respectfully 
suggest that an appropriation be made 
by the city and county of Los. Angeles 
of eufficient money to erect and equip a 
suitatle shelter in some one of the outly- 
ing parks, 6o situated as not to detract 
trom the beauty of the same, and that 
food for these unemployed be supplied, 
provided they will, in return for such food 
and shelter, perform such work as the 
Park ‘through their 
perintendent, may dictate. The commif- 
tee would suggest that the building and 


the greatest utility 
in the work, the men to be placed under 
the direct supervision of the Park Com- 
missioners, or such person as they may 
delegate to see that the men render 
service commensurate with the relief re- 
celved. It is not intended by your com- 
mittee that the unemployed me 

de required to do a full day’s work, each 
and every working day, but that they shall 
be given sufficient time to seek other and 
more remunerative employment, if they 
ao desire; but, in the event of any one 
being detected in begging upon the street 
for food and ehelier, when the same is 
afforded’ them at the park, that they be 
placed under arrest and dealt with as 
other violators of the city’s laws. 

“This plan is submitted for your con- 
sideration, and the committee believes that 
it would be instrumental in relieving the 
city of a great number of undesirable 
viaitors, who would otherwise prolong their 
stay among us, for it cannot be denied 
that very many of the class referred to 
wil} leave any place in which they find 
they are required to work for what they 
get to eat.”

THE SPILLMAN STIPULATION. 


A STATEMENT FROM THE CITY 
"ATTORNEY. ~ | 


His Side of the Controversy is Set 
Forth at Length in a Com- 
" munication to the City 
Council. 


City Attorney McFarland yesterday pre- 
sented to the City Council the following 
communication, giving his side of the con- 
troversy over the Spillman water stipula- 
tion, and in answer to the criticisms of 
Ex-Mayor Hazard: 

LOS ANGELES (Cal.,) Nov. 21, 1894. 

To the Honorable Council of thestity of 
Los Angeles—Gentlemen: My attention 
has been called to an article published in 
Monday’s Times giving an interview with 
Mr. H. T. Mazard, in which he states that 
the stipulation entered into in the Spill- 
man water suit does not protect the city’s 
interests; that by it Mr. Spillman is given 
the right to drain the waters of the Los 
Angeles River, as well as all of the perco- 
lating waters of the San Fernando Val- 
ley, and the right to tunnel under the 
river and carry its waters into the Ca- 
huenga Valley. The statement is also 
made that Mr. Spillman’s proposed im- 
provements and developments would enable 
him to drain and absorb all of the waters 
upon the land which, the city now pro- 
poses to purchase for headworks and for 
which purchase the city is about to issue 
| bonds. : 
This articlé is so unfair, untruthful and 
unwarranted, and coming as it does from 
a gentleman who has been twice Mayor of 
the city, and who is now a candidate for 
election to the same office; I do not think 
we should allow it to go unanswered. 
Mr. Hazard is right, the City Council and 
myself are either a lot of idiots who should 
be sent to an asylum, or else a lot of 
knaves who shou 
tiary. I think that any fair-minded man 
who reads the stipulation will see that 
the city’s interests have been fully pro- 
tected, and that the outcry of Mr. garara 
is merely one of his usual methods of mak- 
ing political capital for himself. But for 
fear the casual reader may be misled by 
his statements, I will again explain the 
matter. In the first place the stipulation 
was not given in full by Mr. Hazard, but 
was garbled, words and sentences being 
left out, which wholly changed its text and 
meaning; which not only deceived the pub- 
lic into thinking their rights to the river 
had been givn away, but also to cast an 
implication of incompetency and dishonesty 
upon the city officials. As soon as The 
Times’ attention was called to the fact that 
a garbled statement of the stipulation had 
been furnished to it, it at once published 
the stipulation in the form in which it 
really existed, but Mr. Hazard allowed the 
matter to go without correction for a week, 
and only referred to it in this morning’s 
Times, after the matter had been discussed 
for a week in the newspapers. In this last 
article he makes the statement that the 
Spillman land (in controversy) extends di- 
rectly across the Los Angeles River from 
the hills on one side to the hills on the 
other side intercepting every drop of 
water that comes from the San Fernando 
Valley, which statement is also untrue, as 
the Spillman land is only fifty-three acres, 
lies on the east side of the river, and at 
no point is it nearer to the river than 
900 feet. 

The facts are, these: Last summer Mr. 
Spillman brought suit against the city to 
quiet title to the waters lying und@evel- 
oped in fifty-three acres of land which are 
situated about 900 feet east of the Los 
Angeles river and two miles north of the 
city limits. Spillman claimed that a Mr. 
Richardson owned, the land but that he 
(Spillman) owned all the water lying in 
the same; alleged that the city claimed 
some interest in the waters in the land, 
but that such claim was without right, 
and asked that his title as against the 
city should be quieted. No other land or 
waters except that contained in the fifty- 
three acres was involved or affected by 
the suit. The city never had any claim 
to this land whatever, and the only claim 
it could possibly have to the waters lying 
in the same would be to prove that such 


| water formed q part of the sources, feed- 


ers and underground flow of the river. 
I therefore filed an answer to that effect. 
The case was set for trial November 13, 
and I at once began preparations for trial.’ 
I found upon examination of the land 
that it was a dry sandy mesa lying on a 
bank twenty feet high above the river bed 
and at least 900 feet distant from tne 
same. There were no external indications 
that there was any water in the land ana 
very little to show if there was where 
the water came from and where it went 
to. It was easy enough to claim that such 
water was a part of the sources of the 
river, but I at once saw the difficulty of 
proving that fact, which I would, or 
course, be required to do by a preponder- 
ance of evidence, as presumptively the 
water in the land belongs to the owner of 
the land. The City Council authorizea me 
to employ three prominent engineers who 
examined the premises in connection with 
the City Engineer, and we were making 
preparations for extensive surveys as well 
as boring of test wells, which prepara- 
tions were unfinished when the day of trial 
came. I made an application for a con- 
tinuance upon that ground, which appli- 
cation was vigorously contested by Mr. 
Spillman. I then offered to make the stip- 
ulation entered into, which was agreed 
to by Mr. Spillman, after much contro- 
versy—not the stipulation as published by 
Mr. Hazard, but in the following form. 
First—That William C. Richardson its 


complaint. 

Second— That W. T. Spillman is the 
owner of the undeveloped water lying in 
said lan d has the right to develop 
and use the same subject to the qualifi- 
cations hereinafter mentioned. 

‘“‘Third-—-That the city of Los Angeles is 
the sole owner of all the waters of the 
Los Angeles River, situate in the county 
of Los Angeles, State of California, and 
also of all waters forming part of its 
sources, underground flow, feeders, 
springs and all subterranean waters flow- 
ing into the same and tributary thereto. 

„Fourth— That the city of Los Angeles 
has no interest in the real estate de- 
scribed in the complaint, or in the under- 
ground, undeveloped water lying therein, 
except to such of said waters as consti- 
tute a part of the sources, feeders, springs, 
underground flow and subterranean ters 
of the Los Angeles River, and are-tribu- 
tary thereto, and that as to all of such 
waters the city of Los Angeles ig, the 
sole owner. thereof. 

“Fifth—That the right of sald Spillman 
to develop and use the underground, unde- 
veloped waters upon said land shall be 
limited to the right to develop and use 
only so much of said waters as do not 
constitute a part of the sources, feeders, 
Springs, underground flow and subDterra- 
nean waters of ‘the Los Angeles River, 
and as are not tributary thereto.“ (This 
Stipulation has here‘o’ore been published in 
full in The Times, from copy furnished 
by the City Attorney's office.—Ed. Times.) 
This is the stipulation as entered into, 
while the stipulation as published by. Mr. 
Hazard is as follows: 

The first two paragraphs and the fifth 
paragraph were quoted correctly, but the 
third and fourth have been garbled and

‘“Second—But that the city of Los 
les is the sole owner of all the waters 
of the Los Angeles River, and also of all

the task of proving that the water in shis 
land, if any, was a part of the sources of 
the Los Angeles River was that there is 
so little at present upon which to found 
such proof. There is really nothing to o 
upon except hypothesis and sture, Do 
water is running from the land, and but 
few indications upon which even experts 
could form an opinion. Had I gone on and 
tried the case failed to satisfy the 
dourt that the water formed a part of the 
sources of the riyer, the judgment of the 
court would havé been that the city “had 
no right to the water in the land, which 
judgment would have forever debarred the 
city even If subsequent developments would 
show that waters of the river had been 
lessened. What I desired was to protect the 
city’s interest so that if in the future it 
would be shown that the flow of the river 
was being diminished, the city would be 
free to enjoin such development; conse- 
quently I prepared the stipulation which in 
my opinion, as well as in the opinion of 
many prominent lawyers, judges and busi- 
ness men, fully protects the city’s interests 
at all points. By this stipulation Mr. Spill- 
man is not given the right to take one 
drop of water from the river or any of its 
sources; is not authorized to tunnel under 
the river, or to divert or carry any water 
from the river to the Cahuenga Valley or 
anywhere else. He cannot even take a 
drop of water from his own land in case 
it is shown that it would lessen the flow 
of the river. The city can enjoin Mr. Spill- 


in his own land for the purpose of develop- 
ing water, or whén he commences to tun- 
nel or develop under the river. And, in 
my opinion, Mr. Spillman is in an infinitely 
‘worse condition now than if he had never 
brought suit, 

The concluding 
Statement where he states that the com- 
pletion of the works of Mr. Spillman would 
enable him to absorb the water from the 
land which the city is now contemplating 
obtaining for headworks is as ‘false and 
misleading, if not more so, than the gar- 
bled stipulation that he fublished. While 
the land Owned by Spillman and concerned 
in this sulf is situated on the San Rafael 
ranch on east side of the river and 
nearly opposite the station at Tropico, tthe 
land which the city is now proposing to 
purchase for headworks lies upon the west 
side of the river upon the Provideficia 
ranch at least three miles above the Oe 
man land, and at an elevation of spobably 
seventy feet above it. Any man & é0m- 
mon sense knows that 
the Spillman land could not pos 112 
sorb the water in the headwots d. 
Upon the contrary, the city by “acquiring 
this land can take out all the r which 
might otherwise flow down to Mr. Spill- 
man. This false statement in regard to 
the effect of this stipulation upon the land 
proposed to be purchased by the city for 
headworks must have been deliberately 
made for the purpose of deceiving the peo- 
ple into vating against the bonds to be is- 
sued for headworks. No other construc- 
tion can be placed upon it. The favorite 
scheme of the City Wafer Company. in 
order to prevent the city from owning its 
own waterworks has been to prevent 
the city from acquiring land kor 
beadworks, knowing that without such 
headworks the city would de unable 
to properly maintain its own system of 
waterworks. But the people of this city 
are so much in earnest in the proposi- 
tion that the city shail own its own water- 
works that they will no! allow anything to 
stand in the way of its consummation; and 
I believe that any publi: official or per- 
son who seeks office who, in any way 
stands in the way of or interferes with 
the consummation of this project. will be 
met with universal condemna . 

I have taken all this time and trouble to 
fully explain this matter, not so much for 
the reason that it.was a persona] matter 
reflecting upon the Council and myself, 
but for the reason that it was a matter in 
which the publié f# so much interested. 
And I desired d show to the people that 
their rights have been fully protected at 
all points. I reaegnize the fact that all of 
our official acts are the property of the 
public, and that they have the right to 
freely comment upon and discuss them, but 
I nedy the right of any individual to, by 
false and garbled statements of facts, de- 
ceive the public into believing that their 
rights have been given @way, and at the 
same time cast undeserved suspicion and 
censure upon public officials; and I believe 
that any person who resorts to such meth- 
ods will meet with the contempt of every 
fair-minded man.

ARHIVAL OF DETECTIVE AUBLE 
WITH HIS PRISONER. 


The Officer’s Long Struggle with“ 


the Nebraska Officers—The Em- 
—. bezzler Tells His 
Btory. 


Detective W. H. Auble arrived on yes- 


terday morning’s Southern Pacific train di- 
rect from Lincoln, Neb., having in charge 


T. W. Van Sciever, the man he has deen 


nearly two months trying to get back here 
from Nebraska. 
Auble reports having had an easy trip 


after starting, but the work before the 


start was no “picnic.” He had a continual 
fight with Nebraska officers and private 
attorneys who were all trying to get his 
prisoner away from him, but by outmatch- 
ing them on every point he managed to 
get his man out of the State and free from 
dench-warrants and habeas corpus proceed- 
ings. He is heartily glad to get back to 
Los Angeles from dreary and weary Ne- 
braska. 

Van Sciever was wanted here on a felony 
charge of embezzlement. He is alleged to 
have made away with $1000 of Mrs. M. L. 
Anderson’s money while acting as attor- 

for her in a mortgage deal. He 
dlaimed to have negotiated a mortgage for 
her in San Bernardino, and stated that it 
was on file there. She went there and 
found none filed, so made the complaint. 
Van Sciever fied, but is now safely lodged 
in the County Jail. 


all cast down, and was quite communica- 
tive: He complained very much of his 
treatment by the police, and told of his 
many adventures while he and Auble were 
fighting each other. I was kidnaped from 
my hotel and thrown into the city prison 
dungeon, he said, and after my release 
on habeas corpus proceedings by Judge 
Lansing at Lincoln, I promised the Chief 
of Poliee to wait for Auble. But he did 
not come within a reasonable length of 
time so I left for Springfield, Mo. From 
there I wrote to my wife, and it was by in- 


tercepting these letters that the Lincoln 
police discove my whereabouts, so when 
A arrived in Lincoln they directed Bim 


le, 
Springfield, where he found me. He 
me back to Linooln, where I saw my 
w aud child. She came at once to the 
police station, and then and there we 
started the fight. She and a friend re- 
quested the Governor’s chief clerk to issue 
no extradition papers until he communi- 
cated with L. C. Burr, an old friend and 
my attorney. When Auble went for his 
papers in the morning, they were refused, 
so he went at once to see Burr. Burr pro- 
posed that if Auble would take my wife 
and son along With me, I would go to Los 
Angeles without giving further trouble. If 
not he would fight the case. Auble re-

ernor. The Governor granted the extradi- 
tion and Audle at once took a team and 
rove to Hallam, a station on thé Rock 
sland road. My friend had meanwhile got 
out habeas corpus papers, and just as we 
were getting on the train a deputy sheriff 
came up and placed us both under arrest. 
Auble delivered me up at the point of the 
deputy’s pistol, because the deputy did 
not happen to have his identification about 
him at the time, and Auble resisted. On 
the advice of the District Attorney, how- 
ever, he made no further trouble but re- 
turned to Lincoln. I was arraigned, the 
writ was dismissed, and I was remanded 
to the Sheriff’s custody. We took the case 
up to the Superior Court on error, and 
about thirty days afterward the court 
handed down a decision, Judge Harrison 
giving the opinion. The syllabus of the 
opinion appeared in the Nebraska State 
Journal of November 21, and under it I 
was allowed, under the laws of Nebraska, 
forty days in which to review all proceed- 
ures. I then stipulated with Auble to re- 
turn with him to Los Angeles which I did 
without further trouble. 

“I left here under the impression re- 
ceived from C. C. Stevens that the case 
against me would be quashed, and he 
wrote me at New York that it was un- 
necessary for me to think of returning to 
Los Angeles.“ 

Van Sciever expressed the opinion that 
the case would not come to trial, and that 
it would be dismissed as soon as brought 
into court.

PASADENA, Nov. £6.—(Special Gorre- 
pondence.) At the meeting of the City 
Council today all the members were pres- 
ent and a large audience crowded the 
lobby. The Southern Pacific franchise was 
first taken up, and President Lukens in- 
vited the friends or opponents to make 
their remarks. No one seemed to have 
anything to say.

r. Forsythe made a short address against 
toe motion, and he and Trustee Weed in- 
dulged in a spirited littls controversy 


from widely different points of view. 


Trustee Hamilton said he thought that the 
point could be reached without such a 
waste of words. For his part he would 
never vote for the franchise until the rail- 
road had settled the question of damages 
with the property-owners. Col. Picher 
made an earnest address. in which he 
urged the Council to go slow in granting 
the franchise. Judge Weed called atten- 
tion to the fact that his motion had not 


received a second. Trustee Cox then made 


a little speech defining his position and 
seconding the motion. ident Lukens 
said he would not vote for the franchise 
until the prdéperty-owners had been satis- 
fiedi Trustee, Washburn sald he expected 
to vote for the resolution, believing that 
to be the best way to bring about a set- 
tlement.. After much more, spirited con- 
troversy among members and lobhyists the 
question was put to a vote and resulted 
in Trustees Cox, Washburn and Wed vot- 
ing yes and Trustee Hamilton and Presi- 
dent Lukens voting no. 

Misled by the wording of the motion 
some of the audience thought the [ran- 
chise had been granted, when, as a matter 
of fact; the Council has only resolved to 
advertise for sale such a franchise as the 
Southern Pacific Company has applied for. 
Three votes were enough to adopt this 
resolution, but four will be required to 
pass the ordinance. A special meeting will 
be held Wednesday morning at 9 o'clock 
to confer with the railroad officials and 
make a draft of the proposed franchise and 
settle Httle matters of detail.

SAN BERNARDINO, Nov. 26.—(Special 
Correspondence.) The largest land deal 
ever made in this county was consum- 
mated. this afternoon by the filing of the 
instrument transferring the unsold por- 
tion of Chino ranch, amounting to about 
41,000 acres, from Richard Gird to C. H. 
Phillips of San Luis Obispo. Mr. Gird 
retains his home and a respectable: ranch 
surrounding it, the bank and operahouse 
buildings in Chino and his live stock, and 
is given pasturage for his stock for ono 
year. With the 41,000 acres Mr. Phillips 
secures the water system and the narrow 
gauge railroad running from Chino to On- 
tario, a distance of six miles. 

The consideration is not named in the 
deed, but is understood to have been $1,- 
600,000. The only amount named is $500, 
000 for re-conveying the trust deed held 
by H. C. Campbell and T. B. Kent of San 
Francisco, for a loan of $600,000 made to 
Mr. Gird by the San Francisco Savings 
Union some years ago. The abstract of 
the property, one of the largest made here, 
was prepared by the Consolidated Ab- 
stract and Title Guargnty Company of this 
city. William Gird of this city, a nephew 
of Richard Gird, was his uncle’s attorney 
in the matter and the sale was made by 


Mr. Gird himself to Mr. Phillips. The
